The Wooden Shoe. 


Tho wooden shoo, as we all know, ii3 


quito a national institution of France, 
and iu Brittany moro than in any other 
part of that country; its "clank" is 
heard everywhere; people wear it almost 
habitually there who would fight shy of 
it elsewhere, save on high days, holidays 
nud en r/ranilc tcnuc, when "there ia 
nothing ' liko leather." Hence follows 
tno necessity for a sulliciently largo 
brotherhood of sabotiers who, as they 
coiild not possibly live in towns or Ir.rgij 
villages by reason of the cost of transport 
of tho rough material exceeding tho 
price of tho manufactured goods, arc 
forced to reside in woods ar.d forests or 
other places where suitable timber may 
bo available. 
Of tho sabolier's house, 


such as it is, tho state takes no notice ; 
the tax-gatherer never comes near it; 
the owner can shift it to another locality 
when he likes; the wood he has pur- 
chased in this spot worked up and ex- 
hausted, away he goes to another. 
Ho 


buys a certain number of trees of tho 
requisite- kind, sometimes in a forest, 
sometimes by tho sides of fields, which 
in Brittany are surrounded by loi'iy wood 
growth, to protect tho crops from tho 
violent gales which there prevail. Tho 
purchase, or rather the agreement to 
purchase, concluded at some village 
notary's bureau, aud the timber marked, 
the sabotier comes to the place with his 
donkey-cart loaded with tho few poor 
fittings and furniture- of his ancient and 
much-soiled bcddir.g, his rough self- 
rnado cradles and cots, some well-worn 
culinary utensils, and tho tools of his 
trade, to wit : felling-axes aud saws, 
largo-sized gouges, spoke-shaves and 
knives. 
Those are his only movables. 


For the rest the site on which he squats 
provides him. 
At dawn ho comes ; all 


day he is laboring with tho sweat c.4' his 
brow at lus roof-tree; by n:ght it is 
finished, garnished and occupied. 
He 


beats 
cvcu 
a Loudoix contractor oE 


scamped suburban villas in rapidity of 
construction. Then, it' tho material bo 
abundant, ho may remain on the chosen 
site for a year or two; if otherwise, a few 
mouths' location, and he seeks another 
clearing. He is a regular Bedouin, this 
sabotier, aud, liko that nomad, can say : 
"Tho rope which holds niy tent has 
seen all cities perish." 


Tho never altering end and aim of a 


Breton wooden shoe-maker's being is to 
fabricate sabots, and out of this grovo he 
and Jiis never run. 
Such as the father 


is such is tho son, and, for tho matter of 
that, the daughter also. 
Children, so to 


speak, are to the manner born o I; making 
sabots, and at so tender an ago as five or 
sis years thoy may bo seen smoothing, 
blackening, varnishing, 
stringing to- 


gether in lots tho coverings which their 
parents and other relations have cut, 
shaped and hollowed out into cfiaussurcs 
for tho human foot. When n sufficient 
load of sabots has been completed at a cer- 
tain fixing, the sabotier goes with it to the 
nearest village or town where his whole- 
Bale dealer resides, and to whom, ho dis- 
poses of tho lot. With tho money thus 
obtained, he replaces n few articles 
absolutely necessary for his wants, and 
with tho residue pays for timber already 
bought, felled ar.d utilized. Money is 
put into the purses of tree owner and 
notary, but little finding its place in 
that of tho workman. 
Haying no as- 


sociation with neighbors, abhorred by- 
farmers, disdained by townsfolk, thoso 
Solkirks, in tho midst of high civilization 
around, live without further contact or 
intercourse with society than that which 
has been told of, viz., to buy wood, and 
to sell their handicraft.—London Oiolc.

Charles Room, under the impression that 
Mr. Room, then a young man, proposed 
making literature a profession. This, 
however, was not tho case, as Mr. Room

usually n seani down the middle of this 
fan-plaiting, and tho side breadths are 
curved upward in

lution. 


There aro aomo features in the caso of 


Charlotte Corday which may be of intsr- 


i or>i at this tirao. 
The assasin of Marat, 


I tho French revolutionist, was born in 


1708 at St. Stitnrnin, in Normandy, and 
wqo descended from a uoblo family. She 
was educated at' a convent, and then 
went to livo with an auiit at Caen. 
It is 


stated that slio read much, tho works of 
Voltaire and the Abbo Baynal being hor 
favorites, as well as Plutarch, from whose 
writings'slii>'doubtless caught tho idea 
of classic' heroism and civic virtue that 
took her to Paris and the side of Marat. 
When tho Girondists were driven from 
tho capital in 179:"!, many of them fled to 
Normandy, and Caen was named as tho 
headquarters of an nricy of volunteers 
who were; to mnroli on Paris. 
Slio was 


greatly interested in current events, and 
had studied affairs through tho medium 
of tho papers issued by the Girondists, 
so when they arrived at Caen she at- 
tended their meetings, conversed with 
some e.f their loaders, and was confirmed 
in her belief that Marat was a tyrant and 
the chief agent uf tho overthrow of 
Girondists. 
Charlotte then conceived 


the idea of goii:g to Paris, and tissussin- 
ating tho revolutionist, but, on reaching 
tiio capital, appears to have been umlo- 
cided for a time as to whether her sub- 
ject should be Marat or lloboapierre, but 
sho finally fixed upon the former. She 
wrote to him asking an interview, and 
Baying that he was from Caen, and could 
put him into a condition to render great 
service in Franco; but when she called 
to obtain the aniliv'iico, sho was refused 
admittance; then slio culled a second 
time, with the same result, and it was 
only when she wont the third timo, on 
July 15, that Marat, hearing her voice in 
tho ante-chamber, consented to son her. 
He lay in a bathing l u l ) , wrapped in 
towels, for ho was snll'i-ring from a loath- 
some disease. 
Charlotte spoke to him 


of what'was passing at (,'nen, and his 
only commcnb was that ali the inon sho 
had mentioned should bo guillotined in 
a few days. While sho W.IH speaking sho 
drew i'roin her bosom a dinucir-kmfc, and 
plunged it into his left sido. 
He uttered 


a loud cry and sank back dead. Tho as- 
sassin wns at or.ce atTPsfod. 
When 


brought before tho Kovolnliounry Tri- 
bunal slin gloried in her act., and when 
tho indictment against her was read, and 
she was asked what she bad to nay, hor 
answer was: 
"Nothing, except I have 


succeeded," 
Tlrr ndvt.onlo pr.t forward 


tho plea of insanity—an artitico 
fre- 


quently resorted to wince—but he could 
not sustain it. 
She \v:i« tried on. tho 


morning of July ]7, anil sentenced, and 
guillotined the evening of the tame day. 
Her cotirago did not forsake her for a 
moment. 
,4ho declared that her deter- 


mination had boon formed on May iil 
previous, when the KobospiYrre party 
pronounced tho doom of tho Girondists, 
and that sho killed ona n:a!i in order to 
save a hundred thousand.
